ter what the outcome. 


The president made more inroads 


in the solid south in 1928 than any 
other Republican nominee for the 
presidency since the Civil war. The 
breakup of the 
solid south 
was 


heralded from one end of the coun- 
try to the other. 
Republican or- 


ganizations in the south had long 
pleaded with their northern brethren 
not to force the Negro 
issue too 


strongly, so that converts might be 
d*sawn from the Democratic -side, 
"' Guided by the advice of Repub- 
lican lead-srs from the south Mr, HOO-- 
ver has tried to recognize some of 
the outstanding men in the southern 
states 
which cast 
their electoral 


ballots for him. But his attempt has

Police Skeptical About

pect's Story in Famous 


Los Angeles Mystery 


Los Angeles—W>—Renewed inves- 


tigation into the 8-year-old mystery 
slaying of William Desmond Taylor, 
motion picture director, found slain 
in his bungalow apartment, today re- 
sulted in_the arrest of Russo Rinaldo, 
an accountant, alleged confessor to 
ths crime. 


Rinaldo, who said he slew Taylor 


during an argument over a quar- 
rel the latter had with a. moving pic- 
ture actress, was held on a charge 
of suspicion of murder. 


In spite of the investigation and 


alleged confession the police were 
skeptical as to an early and com- 
plete solution of the famous case. 
They said there were several dis- 
crepancies ia 
Rinaldo's purported 


confession. 


According to police, Rinaldo said 


he was a friend of a motion picture 
actress 
who visited the 
Taylor 


bungalow early on the evening of 
Feb. 1, 1922. He said he followed in 
a. taxicab when the actress went to 
the Taylor home, and later over- 
heard a violent quarrel between the 
film executive and the woman. 


Ths actress left after a short 


stay, Rinaldo said, after which he 
entered the Taylor apartment and 
remonstrated with the director for 
his actions 
during 
the 
quarrel. 


Taylor, he said, drew a revolver. In 
the schuffle that followed, Rinaldo 
said he gained possession of the gun 
and shot the moving picture, direc- 
tor.

"T h e Most Intemperate 


Thing That Exists Is 'Pro- 


hibition'," He Claims 


Washington —UP)— Major General 


Clarence Edwards of Boston, today 
said that the testimony of prohibi- 
tionists before the house judiciary 
committee in the prohibition hearings 
"Indicates their lack of knowledge 
of what is going on in this country 
today—it indicates more particularly 
their failure to realize what is hap- 
pening to our youth." 


Appearing as a rebuttal witness 


for the wet forces in the hearings 
on measures to repeal the eighteenth 
amendment, the World war 
com- 


mander of the Twenty-sixth (Yankee) 
division, defended the old army can- 
teen which he instituted 43 years 
ago to' promote temperance among 
soldiers. 


"My object is tenaperence," he 


said. "Advisedly 1 say that my con- 
clusions are that the most intemper- 
ate thing that exists is 'prohibition'." 


General Edwards said that as a re 


suit of the establishment of canteens 
where wines and beer were sold to 
promote temperance among the sol- 
fliers and to induce them to abandon 
saloons and dives outside the military 
reservations 
conditions 
improved. 


The soldiers, he said, became "a so- 
ber, well disciplined 
and 
happy 


crowd" and many became total ab- 
stainers. 


PLATS FOES OF CANTEEN 
"About this time," he said, "came 


the forerunners of our modern ad- 
vocates of dry fanaticism—the men 
and •women who demanded the abol 
ition of the army canteen. With ab 
solutely no knowledge about the ex- 
cellent results obtained by reason of 
the establishment of these canteens 
those reformers waged an uncom 
promising battle in the halls of con- 
gress for the complete elimination of 
this most beneficial institution. 


"The result of this campaign," he 


continued, "was the enactment of 
legislation prohibiting absolutely the 
serving of any beverage of alcoholic 
content on a military reservation. 
Let the army be the'dog on which 
to try this early edition of the eigh- 
teenth amendment examine the re- 
sults of this reformation. 


"A reign of intemperance prevail- 


ed in every military garrison. Ex- 
treme disciplinary methods were re 
sorted to in an effort to gain a state 
of temperance which army life and 
regulation demanded. Punishments 
•were severe and uncompromising,

shipping board with its chairman,

make every effort to cooperate to- 
ward a greater merchant marine. 


He pointed out that 1,879 ships 


havs been disposed of by the board 
for approximately $280,000,000, with 
171 of them sent into American for- 
eign trade.

ing, protecting and improving forest 
crop as operating expenses," 
Mr. 


Mautne said. 
"Why should forest 


crop production bo discriminated 
against under the federal 
income 


tax. laws? 


"It is time to remove this tax pre- 


judice and permit forestry expense 
to be accounted for as operating ex- 
pense. Until the federal government 
ceases to penalize forest crop produc- 
tion, we can scarcely expect timber 
land owners to practice forestry." 


Mr. Mauthe expressed 
the view 


that forest projects are just as wor- 
thy as highway projects which re- 
ceive federal and state aid. Federal 
and state aid could well be given to 
counties located within fire protec- 
tion areas provided the counties are 
actually engaged in forest crop pro- 
duction, he said.

Sanhuber then was 21; Mrs. Oester 


reich several years old£r. Mrs. Oes 
terreich, according to Sanhuber, be 
came infatuated •with him. She took 
him to various places i-f amusement, 
in fact, until finally Oesterreich got 
jealous and put a stop to it." 


SECRET ROOM FOR LOVER 
But the lovers were not to be c"e- 


nied. They devised a secret room in 
the attia of Oesterreich'a home and 
Sanhuber stayed 
there,

When 
they moved to another house an- 
other secret room was built. 


Sanhuber, thus, lived for months

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THE COMMUNITY CHEST 


The Civic council, following its an- 


nual meeting Monday night, is expect- 
ed to take the initiative in establish- 
ing a community chest for Appleton. 
For years there has been talk of a pro- 
ject of this kind but thus far it has 
never progressed beyond the discus- 
sion stage. 


The community chest that is prop- 


erly organized achieves two purposes. 
First it does away 
with 
numerous 


campaigns 
and 
drives for 
raising 


money, consolidating them all in one 
campaign, and second it provides a 
means for a more comprehensive su- 
pervision over expenditure of money 
raised by public subscription. 


Almost every businessman in Apple- 


ton will welcome some means of re- 
ducing the number of money raising 
campaigns in which he is asked to 
work as a solicitor. Businessmen are 
asked to give not only of their money 
but also of their time and the second 
sacrifice often is greater than the first. 
As more and more organizations ap- 
peal to the public for support there is 
more and more demand upon the time 
of the solicitor until campaigns have 
become a real burden upon the people. 


Unless there is some central organi- 


zation equipped to make a study of 
projects appealing to the public for 
support there is no real means of de- 
termining the worthiness of the 
ap- 


peals. Donors seldom have the means 
or the time to ascertain whether the 
money they give is used for the pur- 
pose represented to them and wheth- 
er the purpose itself is worthy of sup- 
port. A community chest, properly or- 
ganized and properly operated, would 
have facilities for making this study 
and also the means of compelling the 
recipients to use the money for the 
purpose for which it was intended. 


If the community chest functions as 


it should it will demand a clear state- 
ment from each participating organiza- 
tion of its purposes and it also will be 
given the opportunity to study 
the 


budgets and determine whether 
the 


items are justified. It is entirely pos- 
sible that an impartial organization 
can 
be 
of considerable 'assistance 


to these organizations in eliminating 
leaks and consolidating expenses so 
that the demand on the public will not 
be as heavy. 


Organization of a community chest 


here should have the approval of all 
citizens. But it must not be done in a 
haphazard manner. There are 
suffi- 


cient number o£ community chests 
now in existence to give Appleton the 
benefit of their experiences and these 
experiences 
should 
be ascertained. 


There will be less likelihood of mis- 
takes and more probability of success 
if the project is carefully studied. 


OVERCROWDED PRISONS 


The penitentiary fire at Columbus, 


Ohio, which resulted in the death of 
between three and four hundred con- 
victs, was without doubt due to over- 
crowding. At least the heavy loss of 
life may be charged to that cause. The 
fire was of mysterious o'rigin, but there 
are suspicions that it was started by 
the convicts themselves as a part of a 
plan of wholesale liberation. 
Over- 


crowding brought on discontent. It is 
said that the prison was originally 
built to accommodate 1500 persons 
and that the roll call at the time of the 
disaster was 4300. Some additional fa- 
cilities had been added, but they were 
totally inadequate to proper care and 
treatment of the prison population. 
Furthermore, if the cell blocks had not 
been so densely packed, more lives 
could have been saved. It is a terrible 
thing to contemplate men, no matter if 
criminals, locked in steel cages facing 
inevitable death by fire and 
suffoca- 


tion. 


The problem of providing prison fa- 


cilities and satisfactory administration 


is acute in every state. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mitchell says that "further stimu- 
lation of prosecution activities under 
any law will result in difficulties," be- 
cause penal institutions of the country, 
particularly federal and state prisons, 
are crowded to the danger point. This 
might almost be interpreted as mean- 
ing that it would be well to ease up a 
little on law enforcement in general. 


Perhaps a huge program of prison- 


building should be undertaken. 
Or 


something might be done in a legisla- 
tive way to reduce the number of 
crimes possible for a citizen to commit. 
Still another remedy would be a vol- 
untary holiday on the part of profes- 
sional criminals and a postponement 
of their misdeeds on the part of hither- 
to honest citizens about to embark on 
wrong-doing. Unless some way out of 
this strange dilemma is evolved, we 
seem doomed to be in hot water if we 
do not prosecute lawbreakers and in 
just as hot water if we do, which is an 
odd state of affairs for an intelligent 
nation. 


SPRING RASH! 


NAVAL PARITY 


As the real facts come to light the 


three-power naval treaty signed yes- 
terday at London appears to be of 
great importance. It providers for a rad- 
ical reduction in prospective naval ex- 
penditures by entire suspension of the 
battleship replacement program, which 
called for the laying down of 10 battle- 
ships in the next five years. It fixes a 
limitation of tonnage in all classes of 
warships by the 
three 
participants, 


subject only to the condition that if 
France and Italy increase their 
ton- 


nage materially any one of the 
three 


may do likewise. 
Actual 
parity in 


battle strength of the fleets of the 
United States and Great Britain has 
been established, with concessions to 
the United States of 18 eight-inch gun, 
long-range cruisers and the right to 
elevate the guns of our battleships to 
correspond to the elevation on British 
capital ships and modernize three of 
our recently constructed vessels. 


There are some members of the 


American delegation who believe that 
the treaty gives to the United States a 
navy superior to that of Great Britain. 
Be that as it may, if we are to accept 
the opinions of those 
qualified 
to 


know, including the president, we have 
come out of the conference with naval 
parity that can no longer be chal- 
lenged. It never has been a question of 
equalizing all of the elements of sea 
power. 
That would be impossible. 


Such a calculation would have to in- 
clude relative coast lines to be defend- 
ed, outlying territory such as colonies, 
insular possessions, etc; naval bases, 
fuel supply, speed, personnel and 
a 


score and one other factors. 


Notwithstanding her many 
naval 


bases, it might be argued that Great 
Britain with the same naval ^strength 
as the United States had less sea pow- 
er, on the ground that she has far 
greater possessions to 
defend 
and 


•widely separated and vulnerable lines 
of communication to maintain. 
The 


primary purpose of American naval 
policy is national defense, which 
in- 


cludes our insular possessions and the 
Panama canal. We have no desire to 
sustain a Avar which would take 
our 


fleet to Asia, Africa or Europe. We do 
not believe the American people would 
want to go to war on that scale for the 
protection of distant commerce or in 
offensive attacks. 


Certainly our existence would never 


be jeopardized by interference 
with 


our trade at Haifa or Hong Kong, and 
we do not believe the American people 
wish to fight for the privilege of doing 
business in the remote possessions of 
the world any more than in. Russia or 
Mexico. There are other more intelli- 
gent and effective ways of treating in- 
juries and injustices of this kind than 
by war. If the people approve the gov- 
ernment's policy of naval parity based 
on adequate national defense and se- 
curity, we think there is no doubt that 
it has been achieved. Any other policy, 
as a matter of fact, necessitates naval 
competition and an abandonment of 
efforts toward naval limitation.

SHAKESPEARE'S BIRTH 


On April 23, 1564, William Shakespeare, 
Eng- 


ish poet and dramatist, was born at Stratford- 
an-Avon, Warwickshire, England. 


It is probable that Shakespeare attended a 
ree grammer school at Stratford and later was 
employed at an attorney's clerk. But this is as 
;heorctical as the story that he was a wild young 
lellow stealing deer. In 1582 he married Ann 
Jathaway by whom he had three daughters. 
Four years later ho went to London where he 
became joint proprietor of the Blackfriars theat- 
ter. He accumulated money enough in his the- 
atrical enterprises to be able to buy consider- 
able property in Stratford. 


Shakespeare wrote and produced most of his 


plays between the ages of. 26 and 40, some or all 
of them being performed before the royal court. 
The histories and comedies were written before 
his 30th birthday and the tragedies before his 
40th. 


The whole world now recognizes Shakespeare

ANOTHER VIEW OF EXPOSURE. 


A young child attending school 


needs relatively more food than his 
father or mother does. This is not 
merely because the child has to 
TOW, that is, build1 new body tissues- 
but also because the child's surface 
area is relatively greater than that 
of the parent, and therefore the 
child loses or dissipates relatively 
more heat. A mouse needs much 
more food in proportion to its weight 
or Size than an elephant does, simp- 
ly because the elephant's surface 
area is relatively less than that of 
the mouse. 


A baby a few months old gives off 


twice as much heat per pound of 
body weight as a grown man or wo- 
man does. 


For that reason young infants can 


and do stand or endure excessive 
clothing and artificial warmth bet- 
ter than adults or older children do, 
tho it is also true that in extremely 
hot weather it is much easier to kill 
the baby with just such warmth 
than it is to even wilt the admit. 
Excessive clothing, bed covers and 
room temperatures 
in 
very 
hot 


weather are important factors of tha 
high death rate among young in- 
fants. 


Because the child, with the greater 


surface area, dissipates or loses more 
heat than a large body, some doc- 
tors argue that it is unwise, at least 
in some cases, to let young children 
go barelegged or bare-kneed in cold 
weather. One doctor, characteristic- 
ally anonymous, put forward the 
ingenious argument that fat children 
especially 
should not 
be so "ex- 


posed," for their surface area is 
greatest of all and hence their heat 
loss is greatest, too. I fancy any 
physiologist would agree that there 
is a chance for an argument there, 
but let it go. Fat children have more 
heat to dissipate than thinner ones 
do, too. Then, besides, plump young- 
sters generally need the stimulation 
of cool air on the skin and also the 
benignant influence of sunlight on 
the ductless gland functions. 


Julian Huxley, grandson of the fa- 


mous Thomas, but neither physician 
nor hygienist, said recently in one of 
the highbrow magazines "it is doubt- 
ful whether the attempt should be 
made to harden children by letting 
them go about with bare logs in win- 
ter; 
their heat 
requirements are 


greater than their parents, not loss."

That quaint 
idea would occur in an article in a 
highbrow mag. In the next place, 
going with bare legs in winter is as 
advisable for parents as it is for 
chilcTren, only parents are too much 
enslaved to custom to venture to 
try it.

British embassy on Massachusetts 
avenue which has been two years 
in the biulding.

sit around the walls among fruit and 
flowers and appear eternally festive. 


A thing of beauty is this ball room. 


One end is all French windows. At 
the other end1 behind a row of marble 
pillars are more French windows. 
In "Washington's hot summer nights 
the whole room may be thrown open. 


It will be another six months be- 


fore this million dollar home of His 
Britannic Majesty's ambassador to 
the United States will be completed. 
But it has now reached a stage 
where some estimate of what it will 
look like is possible. 


QUEEN ANNE MOTIF 


Located on a four-acre tract, well 


above the city and quite a distance 
from what has been considered the 
diplomatic center of the capital, the 
embassy 
is a 
gigantic 
rambling 


structure with Queen Anne as its 
motif. 


The conception of Sir Edmund 


Lutyens, it has been carried out in 
"fisher 
brick"—a dull 
particolored 


brick—and 'limestone. Variety and 
beauty of oVesign characterizes the 
building1. 


There are 97 rooms, 28 with baths, 


as well as several showers and a 
swimming pool in the back garden 
near the tennis courts.

At 
that time milk was high, the farmer 
getting around $3 per hundred for 
3.5 per cent milk. Now things are 
quite different, the farmer today is 
;etting $1.65 per hundred for 3.5 per 
cent milk, still we keep right on pay- 
ing 10 cents per quart. You tell this 
to the man that brings your* milk 
and he says "Oh, the farmers are 
kicking about 
something all the 
time." 


"Well I think 
it is time for the 


icnsumer to start kicking too. Jin the 
last 6 months two big milk compan- 
ies have started in the retail milk 
Business in Appleton. They are try- 
ing hard to get customers. 
They 


leave a bottle of milk on your door 
step for a couple of mornings trying 
to get you for a customer. There is 
competition 
all 
right, but 
the 


price stays at 10 cents per quart. 


Now I think if they want the cus- 


tomers they could well afford to cut 
he price 1 or 2 cents per quart, es- 
pecially so at this time when produc- 
tion will be on the increase. A lower 
price would 
increase consumption 


and would make it easier for the 
poor man to pay for what he gets 
now. 


At our house we use from 2J to 3 


quarts per day. A lower price would 
mean quite a bit each month to the 
man with a family at 40 cents per 
hour, or in lots of cases no work at 
all. The men that deliver milk I un- 
derstand are paid exceptionally well 
besides a bonus on the sales they 
make. 


Now I think if some of the people

PROPOSED IN BILL 


New York, Illinois and Cali- 


fornia Would Lose Heav- 
ily

Washington, —(CPA) — Another 


drastic reshuffling of broadcasting 
stations, with New York, Illinois 
and California losing heavily, but 
•with the country as a whole acquir- 
ing more stations, is In sight If 
congress enacts the newest piece of 
radio legislation to be proposed. 


The fruit of nearly a jear of in- 


tensive study, during 
which 
the 


whole field of communications was 
subjected to investigation, la writ- 
ten in this new bill — the Couzens 
bin—now available in its amended 
form. 
Affecting radio, cable, telephones 


and telegraphy, this measure pro- 
vides for the creation of a federal 
commission on communications to 
take over bodily the radio commis- 
sion and the radio divison of the 
commerce department an all of the 
regulatory functions over communi- 
cations held by the interstate com- 
merce commission. This commission 
would rule communications with an 
iron hand—much along the lines of 
the I. C. C.*S regulation of railroads. 


Of paramount Interest to the ra- 
tio fan, however, are the broadcast- 
ing features. The much 
criticized 


Df.vis equalization 
amendment, by 


which broadcasting now ia govern- 
ed Insofar as distribution of sta- 
tions, power and time on the air arc 
concerned, would be repealed. In. its 
stead the bill proposes the IngenJus 
"yardstick" plan, evolved by Cap- 
tain Guy Hill, commission engineer. 


OFFER "YARDSTICK" PLAN 
The Davis amendment provides 


for the arbitrary 
distribution of 


broadcasting facilities among 
the 


five radio zones into 
which 
the 


country Is divided, and among the 
states according to population alone. 
The Hill 'yardstick" calls for the 
arbitrary distribution of 2 per cent 
of the facilities equally among the 
48 states; for 25 per cent among the 
states according to their respective 
areas, so that the bigger states will 
not be restricted as the>- now are 
raider the population stipulation; 
and, finally, 50 per cent for popu- 
lation. 
A detailed system is set forth, un- 


der which stations would be classi- 
fied, according to the Hill formu- 
la. Stations of classes A, B and C 
would be assigned In relative val- 
ue, expressed in units. The commis- 
sion thus would assign facilities In 
"units," with the privilege to broad- 
casters or the public of appeal to 
the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia if the commission fails to 
carry out this system to the letter. 


Under this unit system the com- 


mission "would be authorized from 
time to time to rate stations accord- 
ing to their degree of "public ser- 
vice," all other factors being consid- 
ered equal, and to the stations hav- 
ing- the highest ratings the reward 
of choice positions would be giv- 
en. 


Adoption of this system, of course, 


would entail a far reaching realloca- 
tion of facilities. Populous areas, 
UiCe 
New 
York 
and 
IlllnoU, 


the present sore spots in broadcast- 
Ing, naturally would lose facilities, 
because of their rather limited ge3- 
graphical area, as contrasted with 
the sparsely settled regions of the 
south and west. 


SUGGEST THREE CLASSES 
The three classes of stations 


would be: "A," present 
recognized 


cleared channel stations, using pow- 
er of 5,000 watts or more on exclu- 
sive channels; glass "B," those us- 
ing more than 100 watts but ao 
more than 5,000 watts, with full or 
part time operation, and with two 
or more stations assigned to a fre- 
quency, and "C" stations, of 100 
watts or less, of "locals." 


In the Important realm of com- 


munlcatons, both radio and wire, the 
bill provides that all licenses be sub- 
ject to common carrier for 
hire 


laws. Broadcasting, however, Is de- 
finitely described as not a common 
carrier, th is essaying to settle the 
perplexing problem as to whether 
broadcasting 
stations 
should 
be 


thrown open to all comers, like the 
railroads and telephones. 


The bill does not 
permit 
the 


merging oJ wire and wireless com- 
panies. Thas the Radio Corporation 
of America and the International 
Telephone and Telegraph 
corpora- 


tion, parent company of the Postal, 
and other cable, radio and telephone 
units may not merge as they have 
arrange^, if the bill becomes law. 


A stipulation that all licensed 


communications companies engaged 
also In apparatus manufacture must 
least or sell such apparatus to oth- 
er companies, even If they are com- 
petitors, is contained In the 
bill. 
Failure to do this would mean re- 
vocation of licenses. The bill would 
force the Western Union and Pos- 
tal t.nd other wire companies to co- 
operate with radio companies in 
"long hauls," by the establishment 
•of "through routes and joint rates." 


The bill was drafted by Senator 


Couzens, of Michigan, chairman of 
the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee, in collaboration with Sen i- 
tor Dill, of Washington, and Wil- 
liam C. Green, special counsel of the 
committee. The committee will con- 
sider the bill in executive session be- 
fore reporting it to the senate. It is 
unlikely that any action will be tak- 
en on It by congress at this ses- 
sion.

effects every man of use, every wo- 
man and child. What I can do in the

It is a question that 
effects the vital welfare of all of us 


"Nothing: can be more important 


in the matter of conservation than 
the treatment of our forestlands. It

•wasn't just playing when he con- 
ducted glider experiments at San 
Diego, nor was Capt, 
Frank M. 


Hawkes when he made his glider 
flight across the country. 


Preparations for the New York 


glider carnival, to be held at Bayside, 
I/ong Island, on Friday and Satur- 
day disclose fifteen glider manufac- 
turers in the field, between 5,000 
and 6,000 young persons officially 
trained in glider flying, the develop 
ment of gliders which rise from and 
descend on water, and many other 
developments which indicate that a 
new chapter in man's conquest of 
the air may soon be written. 


While the obvious commercial in- 


terest is in the promotion of glid- 
ing as a popular sport, ther'e are two 
definite theoretical possibilities which 
seemed extravagant at 
first 
but 


which seem less and less fantastic 
as glider progress is made. 


SEE GLIDER TRAINS 


One is a vision of air trains, a 


single staunch, powerfully engined 
plane carrying a string of gliders 
in tow, transporting passengers and 
mail, with any single glider being 
cut loose from the string whenever 
desired. The other looks to the de- 
velopment of a light out-board motor 
to b© rigged on a, small glider much 
as it now rigged to a. rowboat. One 
company now manufactures an all- 
metal glider boat, rising from the 
•water, which has sustained a 400- 
pound load. Design and manufacture 
of gliders by this and other compan- 
ies has stimulated a vast amount of 
new research in aerodyftamic'-. 


The American record for sustained 


glider night is held by H. G. Bow- 


(r. lus, who remained aloft at San Di- 


ego for nine hours, five minutes and 
27 seconds. 
Germany holds 
the 


world's record of 14 hours and twen- 
ty-five minutes. At the Bayside car- 
nival this week there will be no ef- 
forts to break these records, but the 
carnival will be preliminary to a 
national competition to be held here 
in September. There are now about 
40 entries for the carnival events, 
including Miss Amelia Earh-rt, Mrs. 
Keith Miller and other women fly- 
ers. Young women are showing keen 
interest in gliding and girls' glider 
clubs have been formed in Buffalo 
Dallas and several smaller cities. 


Two years ago, this writer talked 


to Peter Hasselbach and the- other 
young 
German 
gliding 
experts 


brought to this country by J. C. Jen- 
ny, son of the chain store magnate. 
The Germans conducted successful 
gliding flights at Cape Cod, Mass., 
where the motorless aviation school 
was founded, with the assistance of 
Mr. Penny. At the time, the Ger- 
mans were studying both the possi- 
bility of the use of some light aux- 
,il:ary engine on the gliders and also 
.towing by plane. 
They and* other 


Germans conducting later

menta insist that the glider is far 
safer than a motored plane. Lighter 
weight and the absence of an engine 
makes a smash-up less disastrous. 


Under the supervision of Major 


Clarence M. Young, assistant secre^ 
tary of commerce for aviation, a 
conference will be held in Washing- 
ton within a few days for standard- 
izing the requirements for strength, 
lifting capacity and structural de- 
tails of gliders.
